ECRETARY Wilber M. Brucker has 

launched top-echelon reclama action 
at the Pentagon to prevent an announced 
1 January reduction in Army pilot 
strength 

He is making the point that, unlike 
the Air Force, the Army has no surplus 
of rated officers, and in the next five 
years will need hundreds of additional 
fixed wing and helicopter pilots to meet 
projected requirements for combat units. 

Army officials have indicated that by 
1970-75, mobility demands will require 
more than 10,000 rated officers and war- 
rant officers. 

If the budget-dictated Pentagon order 
is not rescinded or modified, the Army 
will be forced—at least until Congress 
says otherwise—to delay plans for expan- 
sion of its aviation program. 

The new Pentagon directive permits 
the Army to have 6438 rated officers as 
of 1 January 1961, The Army’s budget- 
approved target for this fiscal year was 
6800, with 6620 anticipated as of 1 Janu- 
ary. 

Army spokesmen, in answer to in- 
quiries, said this week that plans have 
not been firmed as to how the cuts will

Progress In Communications Problem 


ABOARD USS SHANGRI-LA 
NORWEGIAN SEA 


EFINITE progress toward solving 

the problem of communications— 
the “Achilles Heel” of fleet operations in 
this Arctic area—has been evidenced in 
NATO’s exercise Sword Thrust conducted 
in these northern waters under the direc- 
tion of Admiral Robert L. Dennison, USN, 
Supreme Allied Commander, Atlantic. 

Ultimate solution of the problem, how- 
ever, will come when we will have six 
or more communications satellites cir- 
cling the earth off which to bounce sig- 
nals.

H. T, Deutermann, USN, Com- 
mander of the Striking Fleet, told press 
correspondents here that communica- 
tions have been 
generally satis- 
factory during 
Sword Thrust 
and that he sees 
consider- 
able progress 
since the last 
NATO fleet exer- 
cises in 1957.

exercises, the

Gen. Willard W. Millikan, ANG, who as a P-47 and 
P-51 pilot in the ETO in WWII scored 13 kills and now commands an Air Guard 
wing in Washington, D. C., is an executive with the Northrop Corporation. 

Eddie Rickenbacker, who rolled up a total score of 26 victories in WWI, is 
Honorary Chairman. 

The new Fighter Ace Association, sponsored by AFA, brought together a host 
of famous pilots, among them Col. Francis “Gabby” Gabreski, America’s top living 
ace; Korean Jet ace Vermont “Pappy” Garrison; history’s first jet ace, Lt. Col. 
James Jabara; and WWII’s crack-shot Glenn Eagleston, 

Members of the new group—ail aces with five or more downed aircraft to 
their credit—added up their total scores and discovered that the 75 of them had 
destroyed 793 enemy aircraft in air-to-air combat, plus many more on the ground. 
Seventeen from the group of 75 hold the nation’s second highest military decora- 
tion—the Distinguished Service Cross. 

One of the highlights of the organizational meeting at the Sheraton-Palace 
Hotel was an impromptu visit by General Thomas D. White, CofS. He said that if, 
as a young man, he had had his choice of being Chief of Staff or a fighter ace, he 
would have picked the latter. 
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Air Force Will Insist All Four Services 
Share 1 January Rated Officer Reductions 


HE Air Force will oppose Army, Navy, 

and Marine Corps efforts to force the 
burden of Congressionally-ordered rated 
officer cuts exclusively on itself. 

The Air Force will insist on apportion- 
ment of the cuts, as imposed on all Serv- 
ices by the Defense Department. 

Air Force officials said this week that 
they had insisted all reductions in the 
number of officers on flight pay be shared 
“proportionately” among all Services. 

This was done, they said, and they will 
abide by the new apportionment. 

An Air Force Flight Status Selection 
Board meets 10 October to compile a 
roster of up to 2700 officers who must be 
grounded to bring that service down to 
its 70,620 rated officer maximum. 

These officers will be taken off flying 


status before 1 January, the effective date 
of the new restrictions, 

Air Force officials said they hope to 
notify those to be grounded by the end 
of October. 

The 10 October selection board, the Air 
Force said, will be forced to ground offi- 
cers who ordinarily would not be ground- 
ed for qualitative reasons. 

Officers scheduled for grounding solely 
to meet the quantitative rated restric- 
tions will be placed on a roster in order 
of merit and removed from flying status, 
as necessary, in that order. 

Many of the Air Force officers who will 
be grounded have 20 years’ rated service 
and will not lose incentive pay, but many 
others in this category must be retained 
on flying status to meet the needs of 
the Service.

HE Air Force has been given an addi- 

tional $100 million for development of 
a YB-70 Mach 3 weapon system, and has 
set 1966 as the target date for the first 
operational squadrons. 

The disclosure that the Administration 
had reversed its earlier decision to cut 
the B-70 Valkyrie program to a stripped- 
down X-70 prototype was made at the 
Air Force Association convention. 

Secretary Dudley C. Sharp said: “The 
Air Force has continued development of 
the airframe and major subsystems of 
the B-70, and has just recently redirected 
its efforts to the development of a com- 
plete weapon system. I am confident,” the 
Secretary declared, “that additional 1961 
funds will be expended on this program 
and that it will be well supported in the 
FY 62 budget.” 


Lt. Gen. Roscoe C. Wilson, Air Force 
Deputy CofS, Development, pressed by 
reporters for additional details, reported 
that Secretary of Defense Gates had 
given the green light for development 
of the full weapon system. 

The Administration had asked Con- 
gress in January for only $75 million for 
the single B-70 prototype, minus major 
subsystems. In reviewing the defense 
budget, Congress voted an additional $183 
million for the program. 

Secretary Gates now has authorized the 
Air Force to spend about $100 million 
of the additional money. 

General Wilson forecast that the B-70 
development program will require a total 
of about $1.5 billion, with up to $700 
million necessary in the next two years. 

General Wilson said that it will be 
necessary to make firm decisions regard- 
ing production in 1963 in order to meet 
the 1966 operational target. 

Restoration of funds for the B-70, for 
which North American Aviation is the 
prime contractor, is being hailed in the 
Air Force as a major victory in the cam-

USY and important, but little known outside of the Armed Forces 

units they serve, are the technical representatives of defense indus- 
tries who are aboard virtually every ship participating in NATO’s 
Fallex-60 exercises. 

These men, most of them professional engineers and all of them 
super-experts in the equipment built by their firms, perform many func- 
tions. Primarily they are trouble shooters when the equipment breaks 
down. In an emergency they can put it back in working order in the 
quickest possible time. 

The “tech reps,”’ as they are generally termed, are important links 
between the manufacturers and the Armed Forces. Most of them have 
been working with the equipment they serve since its inception and 
through the development and production stages. They know why every 
part was put in and they know its capabilities and limitations. 

Here aboard the flagship of RAdm. Thomas H. Moorer, Commander 
of the Carrier Striking Force, six of these tech reps have been living, 
eating, and working with the officers and crew since the Shangri-La left 
Mayport on 6 September. They are: C. J. Baulch of the Hoffman Lab- 
oratories Division of Hoffman Electronics Corp.; Anson Lang of Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation; John Rosen of the Douglas Aircraft Company; 
George Leigh of the Chance-Vought Aircraft Company; Sam Shura of 
the Radio Corporation of America; and Frank Smith of Philco. 

Mr. Baulch’s duties are largely connected with the TACAN and 
radar equipment supplied to the Navy by Hoffman Electronics—a 
particularly vital function in these northern waters where weather is 
generally bad and electronic disturbances frequent. 

Mr. Lang sees that the Curtiss-Wright engines keep performing at 
their greatest efficiency. The Douglas A4Ds are powered by Curtiss- 
Wright J65-W16s while the Douglass ADs use the R3350-26WC. 

Mr. Rosen must have many eyes to keep up with his job, for four 
of the five squadrons aboard are equipped with Douglas-built aircraft: 
the VA-12 and VA-106 with the A4D Skyhawk, the VA-176 with the AD 
Skyraider, and the VF-13 with the F4D Skyray. 

The VF-62 squadron is equipped with Chance-Vought’s F8U 
Crusader which is under the constant scrutiny of Mr. Leigh. 

Mr. Shura and Mr. Smith have a great range of duties with the 
wide variety of electronic and communications equipment produced by 
RCA and Philco. 

Tech Reps such as these six men accompany the Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Marine Corps wherever they go all over the world in war as 
well as peace. Numbers of them suffered casualties or were killed in 
World War II and in Korea. They are the unarmed—and unsung—front 
line of American defense industries. 


AF Strength Gains Revealed, But There Are Problems 


AIR FORCE ASSOCIATION CONVENTION 

SAN FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA 

The 14th annual convention of the Air Force Association, which 
brought more than 3600 participants to San Francisco, was marked by 
the disclosure of important new gains in the defense program. There was 
word from Secretary Dudley C. Sharp and Lt. Gen. Roscoe C. Wilson, 
Development Deputy, that the full B-70 weapon system prototype has 
been restored, this a reversal of an Administration decision made last 
year. Lt. Gen. Bernard A. Schriever, R&D Chief, told of gains in the mis- 
sile program, and the Air Force was permitted to give some new informa- 
tion about DynaSoar and unveil a model of the Minuteman ICBM. Lt 
Gen. Joseph W. Kelly of MATS said that scores of millions will be spent 
in the next several years for aircraft modernization, with immediate 
purchases planned for about 50 Lockheed C-130E turboprops and about 


18 pure jets. General Frank F. Everest of TAC said he hoped a source 
would be chosen within the next six months to work on a new fighter. 
bomber, designated now as the F-X. 

And so it went, as speaker after speaker from the Air Force and 
Industry, told of efforts to assure a Defense Establishment second to none. 

But the AFA get-together also brought to light important problem 
areas. Maj. Gen. David Wade, SAC’s Missile Commander, told of person- 
nel problems that confront the new Air Force combat units. General 
Schriever also emphasized that the Air Force faces critical manpower 
shortages in the R&D field. General Laurence S. Kuter, NORAD CinC, 
described shortcomings in the air defense program. 

A briefing team from USAF Headquarters, which included General 
Wilson, Brig. Gen. Richard D. Curtin, Brig. Gen. Noel F. Parrish, and 
Brig. Gen. Robert C. Richardson, III, made the point that the Nation 
must assure maximum return for every dollar spent for National Defense. 
In answer to a newsman’s inquiry at the briefing, General Richardson, 
who is Chief of the Air Force Long Range Objectives Group, was par- 
ticularly emphatic in declaring that at the present level of spending the 
Services are being caught in a “‘cost squeeze,’’ with the outlay for fixed 
commitments constantly rising. 

General Richardson said: “It seems to me that if you are going to 
get out of the cost squeeze, some real hard decisions must be made.” The 
Air Force long range planner suggested that the other Services must “sort 
out who does what” and he said the Air Force also must take a hard look 
at its force structure. 

That assessment is a crucial problem which lies immediately ahead. 
The AFA Convention certainly pointed up that there are basic inter- 
Service differences, as reflected in the AFA’s hard-hitting Statement of 
Policy on the next page. But there was increasing recognition by Air 
Force peopie at San Francisco that within their own Service there are 
serious doctrine splits which are making it extremely difficult for the 
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of limited funds. 

Some Air Force officers expressed concern to a JOURNAL reporter 
that in the current fight for funds, there is being demonstrated a repeti- 
tion of the in-fighting which characterized Army branch squabbles through 
the years. These Air Force officers, and their attitude is not an isolated 
one, said that each major command often seemed to be intent only on 
stating its own cause, with too little emphasis on the over-all needs of 
the Air Force. 

To be sure, the pieces were there at the AFA Convention of 1960. 
They were laid out in brilliant fashion, but something was missing in 
putting these pieces together into a single doctrinal picture.

2. Those who, for self-serving reasons, wish to see the nation’s strategy tailored 
to the capabilities of certain weapon systems, rather than weapons tailored 
to strategy.

Military Mission In Space Needs Attention 


None of these measure, however, can be more than a temporary tranquilizer 
until the nation raises its eye from its immediate problems and bends its will 
and its resources toward the purposeful conquest of space. 

The military mission in space must be recognized, identified, and exploited 
with overriding priorities and singleness of direction and purpose. Our deterrent 
posture in the future lies in military space systems, both manned and unmanned, 
offering positive warning of surprise attack and positive and swift action against 
the attacker. Bold exploitation of the space medium for avowedly military pur- 
poses paradoxically be the shortest road to a controlled peace.

The nation is lagging behind the Soviet Union in many fields. It should be 
obvious that all cannot be done that needs to be done if the current lethargic 
pace is followed. Across the world lies a determined adversary, an adversary 
who is as tough, as energetic, as dynamic as were the American people 150 
years ago.

NEW JCS CHAIRMAN General Lyman L. 
Lemnitzer will have as his Special Assistant 
Maj.

He also has served as 
an advisor to the U. S. Representative on the 
NATO Council of Deputies, and has filled im- 
portant posts in International Security Affairs 
at the Pentagon. 


MAJ. GEN. JAMES F. WHISENAND, 
USAF, who was Special Assistant to Gen- 
eral Nathan F. Twining, USAF-Ret., will 
join Lt. Gen. Bernard A. Schriever’s ARDC 
Headquarters at Andrews AFB, Md., as 
Deputy CofS Plans.

ONE STRIKING ILLUSTRATION of the 
U. S. Navy’s plans for continued use of the base 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, is the award of a new 
contract. It cails for installation of automation 
of a 16-lane bowling center. The Army has 
awarded a contract to American Machine & 
Foundry for more than 1000 Automatic Pinspot- 
ters for 160 bowling centers in Europe — the 
largest single order ever made for automatic 
bowling equipment. 


THE PERSONAL INTERVENTION of Gen- 
eral Thomas D. White, CofS, prevented an even 
greater reduction in Air Force rated officer 
strength. He went to Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Charles C. Finucane, and insisted that 
the Navy, Army, and Marine Corps must share 
the budget-imposed reductions in rated officer 
strength. The other Services had been hopeful 
they would be able to avoid any forced reduc- 
tions by 1 January, but General White’s force- 
ful presentation resulted in an across-the-board 
action. 


DON’T BE SURPRISED if the AF Flight 
Status Selection Board, which meets 10 
October, tops its list of those to be grounded 
with the name of General White. The CofS 
has said (The Journal 24 September) that 
the reduction is “the number one personnel 
problem in the rated area facing the Air 
Force today.” 


“SPOT PROMOTIONS” for SAC missile men, 
which are being advocated by Maj. Gen. David 
Wade, Commander of the Ist Missile Division 
(see Page 1), will draw opposition fire from the 
other Services. Army, Navy, and Marine Corps 
people, not to mention many in the Air Force, 
are jealous of SAC’s singular authority to give 
“spot promotions” to outstanding members of 
the bomber force. The dynamic leadership of 
General Curtis E. LeMay, now Air Force Vice 
CofS, and his successor as CinC, General Thomas 
S. Power, have protected the SAC promotion pro- 
gram from repeated attacks. General Power is 
arguing now that SAC’s increased reponsibilities 
make it urgent that “spot promotions” be in- 
creased. He is saying this at a time when efforts 
are being made to kill the program. 


THE PENTAGON ORDER to cut back the 
number of officers on flying status will spur sup- 
port for ARDC’s plan to create new incentives 
for officers with advanced degrees who are work- 
ing in their field of specialization. A considerable 
number of ARDC officers, many of whom have 
been able to perform only minimum flying be- 
cause of high priority technical assignments, 
are going to be taken off flying status. Lt. Gen. 
Bernard A. Schriever, ARDC Commander, fears 
that unless new recognition is given to R&D 
officers, the Air Force could lose hundreds of 
them by retirement and resignation in the next 
five years. He was in the forefront of the effort 
earlier in the year which led to the suspension of 
the order to ground 2107 Air Force officers. 


WHISKEY IMPORTATION PRIVILEGES, 
now extended to U. S. Navy personnel on the 
same basis as civilian tourists (see Page 2), have 
brought about new procedures and paper work 
aboard ships of the Atlantic Fleet in European 
waters. Administration of the new regulations 
was left to the discretion of commanding offi- 
cers. Some ships made arrangements with local 
distributors in Europe so that crew members 
could place orders with the ship’s Sales Office 
and have the liquor delivered aboard for locked 
storage until it has gone through customs at 
home port. Listed prices for Scotch whiskey are 
$8 a gallon. English gins cost $6 a gallon. All 
purchasers must be 21 years or older. 


RADM. THOMAS H. MOORER, Commander of 
the Carrier Strike Force in NATO’s Fallex-60 
(see Page 1) personally observed two trawlers, 
definitely identified as Russian, while he was 
flying a Grumman TF from his flagship, USS 
Shangri-La to HMS Hermes to confer with 
RAdm. R. H. Smeeton, RN, Commander of Car- 
rier Striking Group Two. Many other trawlers 
were observed by others as the fleet cruised to 
its maneuver area and engaged in exercises in the 
Norwegian Sea. 


NONE OF THE TRAWLERS was identified 
positively as carrying ELINT (electronic inter- 
cept), or “snooper,” equipment. However some 
of the Red trawlers were equipped with antennas 
of sizes and shapes unusual for ships of their 
type. This gear left little doubt that some of 
them, if not all, were engaged in gathering mili- 
tary information. What they would be seeking 
is what communications men call “electronic 
finger prints.” This is the technique of finding 
out what frequencies we use, the strength of our 
signals, and our type of codes. It is possible, 
also, that some of the trawlers were equipped 
with underwater listening devices. 


WHILE NOTHING IS ANNOUNCED, 
such snooper activity obviously is a two-way 
street. If the Soviets operate any electronic 
equipment we and our allies certainly have 
means of learning some of its characteristics. 


THE PRESENCE OF SOVIET TRAWLERS 
was not unexpected. Our people would have been 
surprised had they not been there. The Russian 
ships have as much right as we do in that 
heavily fished area. Had there been any occasion 
to talk with any of the trawlers at least one U. S. 
officer would have been able to do so. Cdr. Ciro 
N. Whited, jr., Executive Officer of the Shangri- 
La, studied Russian at the Navy Language School 
in 1948 and subsequently served as Assistant 
Naval Attache in Moscow. 


OVER AIR FORCE OBJECTIONS, the Army 
has won participation in the R&D phases of 
Army aircraft programs. Under Pentagon pro- 
cedures, Army Aviation procurement is handled 
either by the Air Force or Navy. The Army 
has contended, and with new success, that its 
officers should have a bigger say in research 
and engineering work on Army aircraft. Secre- 
tary of the Air Force Dudley C. Sharp has op- 
posed this Army R&D gain, but the office of Dr. 
Herbert F. York, DoD Director of Research and 
Engineering, has sided with the Army position. 


GENERAL FRANK F. EVEREST, TAC Com. 
mander, gave the AF Reserve Forces a turboprop 
boost at the AFA convention. He told Air Na- 
tional Guardsmen and Reservists he hopes that 
means can be found to equip Troop Carrier Wings 
with the Lockheed C-130. On a more current 
timetable, General Everest revealed that a limited 
number of Reserve Force troop carriers will be 
deployed overseas during 1962. He said the later 
objective will be to deploy major Reserve Forces 
units—up to half the force—in an overseas test. 


ONE BIG REASON that newsmen covering the 
Armed Forces always are interested in obtain- 
ing interviews and press conferences with top 
civilians and senior military commanders is the 
fact that unclassified remarks which they some- 
times make in such a setting could never be 
cleared—exclusively on the grounds of “policy” 
and not “security”—if set forth in a formal 
speech requiring DoD approval. An example: the 
remarks of General Everest concerning the limit- 
ed capabilities of Army Aviation (see Page 13). 
They were made in answer to a newsman’s ques- 
tion during an AFA Convention briefing. 


IN THEIR BATTLE REPORT CRITIQUE 
of AFA Convention operations, industry PIO’s 
are going to take a hard look at the party plan- 
ning. There were embarrassing instances at San 
Francisco where important people (and some 
newsmen too) were barred at the door of social 
events by special police in uniform. In many 
cases, the would-be guests actually were on ap- 
proved lists, but either had failed to receive 
invitations or had forgotten them. The result: 
some events and/or parties which were designed 
to promote goodwill for a particular firm accom- 
plished just the reverse. 


ONE RETIRED GENERAL OFFICER, who 
himself had experienced no blockade difficulties 
but had been told of embarrassing moments ex- 
perienced by a number of participants at the 
Convention—some of them general officers— 
will recommend to fellow members on the AFA 
Advisory Council that at future AFA conven- 
tions there should be an “open door” policy for 
all participants. 


COMMUNICATIONS DIFFICULTIES ex- 
perienced during the Chilean earthquake relief 
missions and in current operations in the Congo 
have prompted a Pentagon decision to equip 
MATS aircraft with single sideband gear. In- 
stallation will begin promptly. 


ARMY ASSOCIATION AND NAVY LEAGUE 
leaders happily joined the Air Force Association 
in a joint statement concerning national security 
(see Page 24). This document is hardly likely to 
ruffle any inter-Service feathers. Something else 
again is the AFA’s statement of policy (see also 
Page 11). The Army Association and Navy 
League will have some biting words to say about 
this hard-hitting declaration—one of the strong- 
est of its kind. 


IT CERTAINLY WON’T MAKE HORSE 
SENSE to the Bolté Committee, seeking promo- 
tion equality in the Armed Forces, that some 
Army Veterinary Corps officers must wait up 
to two years longer than their Air Force counter- 
parts for promotion from first lieutenant to cap- 
tain. (see Page 24). On the other hand, Air 
Force Veterinarians hope that their Chief will 
be given the statutory rank of brigadier general, 
as is the case in the Army. VC Chief in the AF 
has been a colonel since he assumed his present 
billet three years ago.

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Comptroller’s Ruling Will Force Thousands In Army To Repay Per Diem Allowance 


HE Comptroller General has decreed 

that thousands of Army officers and 
enlisted men will be forced to pay back 
to the Government per diem payments 
received in support of Reserve and Na- 
tional Guard training. 

Affected are Army men who were paid 
per diem for duty at inactive installa- 
tions such as Camps Breckenridge, Ky., 
Drum, N. Y., and McCoy, Wisc., while 
they prepared the locations for summer 
exercises or assisted in the Reserve train- 
ing. 

Per diem payments for duty at such 
installations now are $ for officers and 
$1 for enlisted men. This was authorized 
beginning 14 June 1958 by AR 35-3080. 

The Comptroller, in Decision B-143457, 
says that prior to 15 June 1958 no per 
diem at all was authorized for temporary 





duty at inactive installations in support 
of the Reserve components. Normal per 
diem paid during this period was $6 for 
officers and $1.50 for enlisted personnel. 
The Comptroller says that he will force 
the collection of all such erroneous per 
diem payments prior to 15 June 1958. 
The Comptroller says he also will col- 
lect all similar per diem payments in 
excess of the $1 and $# rates paid after 
15 June 1958. These per diem payments 
are paid to all Army personnel assigned 
to inactive installations in support of 
the Reserves for periods before and after, 
but not during the training exercises. 
Following is the Comptroller’s decision, 
transmitted to Secretary Wilber M. 
Brucker, Although aimed specifically at 
Camp Breckinridge, Ky., Army officials 
say it must be applied Service-wide:

“In the audit of the disbursing officer's ac- 
counts at Fort Knox, Kentucky, we found 
numerous instances of erroneous payments of 
per diem for temporary duty at Camp Breck- 
inridge, Kentucky, an inactive installation. 

“The duty was performed by various in- 
dividuals and units during the periods April 
to September 1957, and April to October 
1958, under orders directing temporary duty 
for the purpose of station augmentation. Cor- 
respondence with Camp Breckinridge has dis- 
closed that the duty actually was in support 
of summer training of reserve components 
and that quarters and field mess were avail- 
able. 

‘‘Paragraph 4201.6 of the Joint Travel Regu- 
lations prohibits payment of per diem al- 
lowances to members of the uniformed 
services for periods (other than advance 
planning or critique phases) while participat- 
field exercises, simulated 


ing in maneuvers, 
war games, training encampments for the 
Reserve Components or Reserve Officers 


Training Corps students, and other similar 
activities where both rations in kind and 
quarters are available or furnished, except 
for periods involving temporary duty on an 
installation of the uniformed services when 
per diem is authorized under regulations is- 


sued by the Secretary of the service con- 
cerned. Department of the Army Pamphlet 


210-1, May 1957, lists Camp Breckinridge as 
an inactive camp. Temporary duty performed 
incident to summer training of reserve com- 
ponents at an inactive camp operated only 
for summer training purposes—where both 
Government meals and quarters were fur- 
nished—may not be regarded as field duty 
performed at an installation of the uniformed 
services as defined in paragraph 3c, Army 
Regulations 35-3080, dated May 15, 1956, 
as to entitle members to per diem under 
the exception in paragraph 4201-6 of the 
Joint Travel Regulations, 38 Comp. Gen. 225; 
id. 388. That was the situation prior to 15 
June, 1958. 

“Paragraph 5b Army Regulations 35-3080, 
dated June 9, 1958, effective June 15, 1958, 
enlarged the definition of ‘installation of 
the uniformed services’ and is viewed as 
including not only active installations but 
also inactive installations such as Camp 
Breckinridge established and used for mili- 
tary purposes. Also, the basis for paying per 
diem for temporary duty in connection with 
field exercises and similar activities was 
changed by paragraphs 4, 7 and 9 of those 
regulations so that the active or inactive 
status of a camp is no longer material in 
determining a member's right to per diem 
while performing temporary duty in connec- 
tion with such activities. However, paragraph 
7c(2) of these regulations specifically limits 
the per diem rates to $ for officers and $1 
for enlisted men, whereas the payments for 


sO 


temporary duty at Camp Breckinridge were 
made at the rates of $6 and $1.50, respectively, 

“‘When the Chief of Finance was requested 
by our Army Audit Branch to furnish an 
expression of his views as to the propriety of 
the payments in question he replied by letter 
of October 26, 1959, that our decision of 
November 25, 1958, 3d Comp. Gen, 388, was 
interpreted as indicating that payments based 
on our decision B-131254 of May 3, 1957, 
would not be disturbed but that there no 
longer was authority for like payments, In 
the decision of May 3, 1957, we authorized 
payment of per diem for temporary duty at 
Camp McCoy, Wisconsin, based on informa- 
tion furnished by the disbursing officer. Sub. 
sequently, in 38 Comp. Gen. 388, we pointed 
out that all the facts involved in the opera- 
tion of Camp McCoy had not been furnished 
to us when the decision of May 3, 1957, was 
requested ; that all activities at Camp McCoy, 
even during the winter months relate solely 


to the summer training program and the 
maintenance of facilities in readiness for 
summer training or emergency reactivation 


if necessary, and that most of the quarters 
maintained at that place were for the use 
of personnel engaged in, or supporting the 
summer training program. Therefore, we ad- 
vised the claimant there involved that per 


diem was not authorized in his case; that 
when the decision of May 3, 1957, was ren- 


dered it was assumed that Camp McCoy was 
an active military installation; that the de 
cision would no longer be followed, and that 
in the event he or others were paid per diem 
which was not authorized for temporary duty 
in connection with the summer training pro- 
gram at Camp McCoy, such erroneous pay- 
ments would be considered in the audit of the 
accounts of the disbursing officer concerned. 
In other words, the decision of November 25, 
1958, clearly pointed out that the prior de 
cision authorizing the payment of per diem 
for duty at Camp McCoy was based on a 
misunderstanding as to the actual facts in 
volved; that it would no longer be followed, 
and that erroneous payments of per diem 
that had been made would be for considera- 
tion in the audit of the disbursing officer's 


accounts. Hence, 38 Comp, Gen, 388, com 
stitutes no proper basis for the conclusion 
that such erroneous payments are not to be 
disturbed 

“Therefore, you are advised that excep- 


tions will be taken to the full accounts paid 
as per diem for duty of this type performed 
at Camp Breckinridge during the 1957 sum- 
mer encampment and from April 1, 1958 to 
June 14, 1958, and for accounts in excess of 
$4 per day for officers and $1 per day for 
enlisted men for the periods subsequent to 
June 14, 1958, during which they were en-

to meet the rated officer reduction. They 
say that the transfer of aviators from 
ground to flying billets does not present 
a real solution. 

It is possible, however, that the Corps 
could bring the number of aviators down 
to the reduced level through its current 
program of encouraging major and lieu- 
tenant colonel aviators to transfer to 
ground billets. Officers transferring un- 
der this program will be taken off fly- 
ing status 31 December. 

But the Marines say, they still would 
need more junior officers to fill their 
flying requirements. 

No program has yet been developed 
by the Marine Corps to force aviators 
off flying status to meet the new rated 
cuts. 





HE Marine Corps is protesting De- 

fense Department cuts which will re- 
duce its aviator strength from 3,979 to 
3,863. 

The Marines say they need at least 
4,000 aviators to fulfill “bare minimum” 
requirements. These have been increased 
recently by the addition of two attack 
squadrons to the fleet. 

Although 140 aviators overstrength in 
major and lieutenant colonel grades, the 
Marine Corps reports an over-all short- 
age of aviators. 

Without the newly ordered cuts, the 
Marines would have 3,979 aviators on 
active duty 1 January, the date the rated 
limitations must go into effect. 

Marine Corps officials say it is impos- 
sible for them to cut aircraft operations

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General Shoup Orders New Physical Readiness Test; 
Overweight Marines Will Be Placed On Reducing Diets 


General David M. Shoup has ordered 
a new physical readiness test for Ma- 
rines on active duty and simultaneously 
directed action to establish weight con- 
trol programs. 


The directive, Marine Corps Order 
6100.3B, contains a new physical readi- 
ness test which places major emphasis 
on an individual’s ability to perform in 
a combat situation. All male Marines 
under 40 years of age will be required 
to take the test. at least annually, re- 
gardless of rank or duty assignment. 


Marines will be required to wear utili- 
ties with boots and helmet, light march- 
ing pack, and carry their organic weap- 
ons. The test will be conducted in a 
single session of one morning or after- 
noon. 


Each of the five events in the test 
are related to common tasks performed 
by Marines in combat which require 
physical stamina, muscular co-ordination, 
and mental determination. The events 
are performed against time. 

The order requires that commanding 
officers provide regular programs of 
physical conditioning, Special programs 
may be conducted prior to testing in 
order to prepare individuals for the test 
and to reduce the possibility of injury. 
Screening by a Medical Officer is manda- 
tory to detect personnel with physical 
handicaps who may be exempt from all 
or part of the test. An annual medical 
screening is considered adequate. 


Women Marines are exempt from the 
test, but the order states that every 
Woman Marine shall maintain a state 
of physical condition which “insures 
proper health, physical poise, correct 
posture, and good personal appearance.” 
Programs suitable for physical condi- 
tioning of Women Marines are contained 
in another directive. 

In outlining the weight control pro- 
gram, the order states that overweight 
Marines, male and female, will be placed 
on proper reducing diets and appropriate 
physical exercise programs under the 
supervision of Medical Officers. 


The order also establishes action to be 





taken in the case of individuals whose 
body weight and general physical fitness, 
after adequate dieting and exercising, do 
not conform to the desired standards. 
Such action would include re-evaluation 
of the physical profiles of enlisted men. 
In the case of male and female officers 
and enlisted women who are incapaci- 
tated for proper performance of duty 
because of obesity, the order prescribes 
transfer to a Naval Hospital for treat- 
ment and disposition, or referral to a 
medical board for evaluation, 

Here are the events of the new Physi- 
cal Readiness Test: 


Event #1—Climbing Uphill 


1. Equipment and Area: Platform, box, 
rail, or ledge, on level ground and 18 
inches in height. Watch. 

2. This event simulates marching up- 
hill at a rapid and steady pace, The in- 
dividual stands in front of the platform 
or other item. On command “Go,” he 
places either foot on the platform and 
steps up. Hand pressure on the knee 
may be used if desired. The individual 
then stands erect and steps backward 
and down, one foot at a time. The same 
leg may be used each time to step up 
and down or legs may be alternated. 
The same process is repeated until sixty 
up and down steps have been completed. 
Satisfactory time: 3 minutes. 


Event #2—Rope Climb 


1. Equipment and Area: Knotted line 
(one foot between knots) of 1% inches 
diameter suspended from a beam 20 feet 
above the deck. Watch. 


2. This event resembles entering and 
leaving a hovering helicopter, using 
ropes in house-to-house fighting, and 
ascending and descending landing nets. 
The individual assumes position at the 
bottom of the line with hands at the 
highest point he can reach. On command 
“Go,” he jumps and then climbs to the 
top, The beam or other item from which 
the line is suspended must be touched 
with one hand, whereupon the individual 
descends without sliding or dropping. 
Straddling the line, resting on knots, 
and use of the feet to stand on knots, 





are permitted. Satisfactory time: 30 sec- 
onds. 


Event #3—Evacuation 
1. Equipment and Area: 
course 50 yards long. Watch. 
2. This event simulates reaching a 
wounded man under fire and evacuating

sumes the prone position at a distance | 


of 50 yards from a “casualty” who is 
approximately equal weight. Upon com- 


mand “Go,” he springs up and covers | 





the distance in a running zig-zag fash- | 


ion. The “casualty” is lifted to a fire- 
man’s carry and returned to the starting 
point, No assistance by the “casualty” is 
permitted. Satisfactory time: 42 seconds. 


Event #4—Advance by Fire and Ma- 
neuver 

1. Equipment and Area: Measured 
course 175 yards long with a simulated 
trench, 8 feet wide, at the 135 yard point. 
Watch. 

2. This event simulates advancing and 
assaulting during the attack phase of 
offensive combat. The individual as- 
sumes the prone position at the starting 
point. On command “Go,” he creeps or 
crawls for the first 25 yards of the 
course, He then springs up and runs in 
zig-zag fashion toward the “objective.” 
Before reaching the trench he must “hit 
the deck” and assume the firing position 
three times. After rising from the deck 
the third time, he continues running. 
clears the trench in one leap, and

In this Arctic breeding ground of 
storms, aircraft were launched and re- 
covered from moving decks in weather 
that would have grounded civilian air- 
craft ashore.

Army Veterinarians Trail AF Colleagues 
In Promotions By Many Month: 


ROMOTION discrimination against 


Army Veterinary Corps officers has | 


given the Air Force a big edge in re- 
cruiting and retaining young veterinar- 
ians. 

Army veterinarians must wait up to 
four years in grade to be promoted from 
first lieutenant to captain. 

In the Air Force, they usually are pro- 
moted to captain at the end of 20 months. 

Veterinarians enter both Services with 
the rank of first lieutenant. 

One result of the rank disparity is 
that, while the Air Force this year can 
fill all its veterinary quotas with volun- 
teers, the Army must ask the Selective 
Service System to induct 50 veterinar- 
ians in January. 

Army veterinary officers contend that 
they should be able to promote their 
young veterinarians to captain at the 
end of 20 months service. 

They have been able to make no head- 
way in convincing the Army Staff that 
such a rank advantage for veterinarians 
is necessary. 

In some Army medical and personnel 
circles, there is a fear that accelerated 
promotion of veterinary officers to cap-

have come to this conclusion. Rather, we 
appear to face a period of prolonged 
crisis, or a succession of crises. This con- 
dition could last for years. It will go on 
until there is a clear winner and a clear 
loser. The struggle is too big, too vast, 
too deadly for compromise. 


THE NEED FOR BEING 
TOUGHMINDED 


A man engaged in this kind of serious 
business has to be toughminded—which 
is the second and major topic on which 
I would like to comment, 

3ecause the stakes are vital, we shall 
undoubtedly encounter situations in 
which the United States will have to fol- 
low courses that are momentarily or 
superficially unpopular—both at home 
and abroad. No nation in history has 
ever been more conscientious, more dili- 
gent, and more tolerant than has the 
United States in fostering alliances aimed 
at serving the common interest of many 
nations. We have done this while pre- 
serving the traditional interests of indi- 
vidual nations, These alliances are the 
source of the common actions of the Free 
World in opposing the pressures of com- 
munism, Yet, the fact remains that it is 
American power and American resources 
that provide these associations with ribs 
of steel, and it is also a fact that the 
ultimate objective of the Sino-Soviet 
drive for power is the destruction of the 
American central position. 

Let us, by all means, invigorate and 
deepen the meaning of our alliances. 
There can be no thought of our pulling 
back into a policy of isolation, or of our 
retreating into a “Fortress America.” It 
is our obligation—perhaps even history 
will record that it was our great destiny 

to defend and uphold among the small 
nations the principles and traditions of 
free society through the great upheavals 
of the Twentieth Century. Anything that 
we can do to promote a unity of purpose 
and a unity of effort among our many 
allies is all to the good, their good as 
well as our own. But let us not forget, 
either, that alliances cannot be perfect 
instruments. 

Care must be exercised that the capac- 
ity of the more powerful member fo! 
independent and perhaps decisive action 
is not lost. Therefore, within the frame- 
work of free nations, we must be careful 
that we do not yield to friendly pressures 
which would eventually pull the strength 
and determination of the United States 
down to the level of a lowest common 
denominator. No free Nation will benefit 
in the long run if we lose the capacity 
for unilateral action in our own security 
interests—no free Nation would long re- 
main free if the strength and determina- 
tion of the United States were allowed 
to be weakened. 

Hence the need for our bing tough- 
minded. In the relations of nations, as in 
human relations, it sometimes takes 
more courage to be firm with a friend 
than with an enemy. Our alliances, by 
and large, have not yet achieved any- 
thing like their full potential for common 
action in the agreed general interest. If 
the margin of risk is to remain tolerable, 
those nations which can must do more, 
and those nations which would resist 
communism in their own area—but would 
tolerate encroachment in other areas 
should adopt a broader perspective. 

In a word, we must be stricter with 
our friends and with ourselves. There 
have been times, in recent years, when 
it seemed to me that some of our people 
in positions of influence had ceased to 
understand precisely the objectives of 
American policy. In saying this, I am 
well aware, as you are, that the caliber 
of our Federal representation abroad, 
whether military or civilian, has greatly 
improved. By and large, our representa- 
tives are better informed; they are more 
at home in forign languages. But, I can’t 
help but wish that our educational proc- 
esses had also inspired a stronger faith 
in American values, and the resolution 
and the guts and fortitude to maintain 
them. When one is charged with defend- 
ing the nation’s interest, and when that 
interest is reasonable and moral, what is 


so awful about being unpopular? The 
people we send abroad to represent us 
should not be judged by how well they 
get along with others, although that is 
certainly important. They should be 
judged primarily on how tenaciously they 


defend the American interest. Being 
loved is an unreliable alternative for 
a foreign policy. It is enough to be 


respected, in the best meaning of that 
word. 

In summary, my point is this: We have 
a right and proper national purpose, a 
proud history, and a continuing opportu- 
nity to defend ourselves against our 
avowed enemies. These things call for 
apology to no one. An American may 
rightly be impatient at our failure to 
have accomplished more, but historically, 
the American has been proud of what this 
country has done and is prepared to do. 
Let us hold fast to that faith, and make 
sure that those who represent us at home 
and abroad are of the same mind. 


RESPONSIBILITIES AND 
BUSINESS LEADERSHIP 


This leads me to my third topic—the 
responsibilities, as I see them, of business 
leadership in our complex world situa- 
tion. 

Policies and decisions of our leadership, 
affecting friend and foe alike, are not 
easy to come by. There are so many pres- 
sures from within that it is sometimes 
difficult to determine the actual atti- 
tude and will of the vast body of the 
American people. The toughmindedness 
which is required of our military and 
political leaders must be based on the 
conviction of our leadership that we are 
truly toughminded as a nation and that 
we, as a people, will support firm pol- 
icies—economic—political—or military 
even though these policies may be finan- 
cially costly or contain elements of dan- 
ger, 

It has been my observation that bu- 
reaucracies, whether military or civilian, 
are incapable, in the middle layers, of 
generating risky or unpopular policies. 
Drive can be imposed from the top, or 
it can be forced from the outside. But 
the deep-rooted echelons in the middle 
layers of government instinctively shun 
courses that involve risk or may be un- 
popular. 

In a very real sense, the fate of the 
democratic system rests with its respon- 
sible citizens, It is citizens like you who 
must in the end decide what the Gov- 
ernment ought to do, what options it 
should exercise. The best of leadership 
will be left hamstrung if its decisions fail 
to arouse the support of a public opin- 
ion that has neglected to keep itself prop- 
erly informed. I have myself witnessed 
hard and good decisions subjected to 
merciless and wanton attack, and I know 
the loneliness that can envelop leader- 
ship under such circumstances. And I 
have seen, in the absence of a clear and 
forthright expression of the public will, 
good policies gradually diluted and un- 


dermined in the middle levels of gov- 
ernment by hacks and fumblers who 


shrank from actions that might come un- 
der criticism from certain quarters. 

Who, after all, is to decide what is un- 
popular? The citizens, of course. And 
here, it seems to me, we owe it to our- 
selves to do a certain amount of per- 
sonal stocktaking. Not long ago, I was 
shocked to hear a highly-placed intelli- 
gent citizen argue that the American 
people could not be depended upon to 
assert world leadership. We had become 

and I am quoting him—‘“status quo” 
people, people concerned, first of all, with 
conserving what we have; with fighting 
at best a rear-guard action to maintain 
our material comforts. There we 
by this expert’s definition—all drive gone, 
just fat, dumb, and happy. 

I refuse to go along with that. If that 
is an image of America, I fail to recog- 
nize it—possibly because I was brought 
up in the West Point tradition of Duty, 
Honor, Country. Unfortunately, however, 
I feel that many people have developed 
doubts and apprehensions as to national 
character, And so I say that the time is 
at hand for American citizens to start 
figuring out with great care where they 
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stand on a number of critical issues, and 
to assert their views in the old-fashioned 
way. I shall mention three items on 
which the stocktaking could well start. 

One item is the question of nuclear 
testing. Here is a matter of the utmost 
importance to our national and personal 
future. Look into the facts relating to 
fall-out, and decide for yourself how 
much that danger has been exaggerated. 
Take a careful reading of the relative 
power positions a few years hence, should 
a ban on testing continue indefinitely 
without reasonable safeguards. Then let 
your political leaders and your newspa- 
pers know where you stand. 

Another item is disarmament. We all 
want disarmament with proper safe- 
guards. Yet there are many people, un- 
doubtedly sincere, who are convinced 
that armaments are the cause of world 
tensions and that these tensions would 
disappear if armaments were abolished. 
These same people would be horrified 
at the thought of abolishing the New 
York police force while hoodlums and 
footpads were still loose. However, 
in the dream world in which they 
live, they fail to see that some nations 
are in fact headed by gangsters and 
hoodlums and only await the opportunity 
to catch us with our guard down—in the 
same manner as a criminal yokes a law- 
abiding citizen on a darkened street. 

Unfortunately, the minority which fa- 
vors disarmament without proper con- 
trols makes more noise than the great 
majority who do not. All of you, as re- 
sponsible citizens, might make more 
noise—and let the press and your gov- 
ernment know that you understand that 
world tensions are the causes of arma- 
ments—not the reverse—and that any 
meaningful disarmament can only follow 

not precede—political reconciliation. 

Another item concerns the traditional 
principle of freedom-of-the-seas. Recent- 
ly, one of our reconnaisance aircraft, an 
RB-47, was shot down by the Soviet Union 
over international waters. In this act of 
lawlessness, four American officers were 
murdered; the two surviving officers are 
being wrongfully detained in the Soviet 
Union. The crew were all in uniform; 
they were on a legitimate and legal er- 
rand in their country’s interest. Yet they 
are locked up and denied the rights that 
law-respecting nations accord, Still, there 
are among us some who say our people 
had no business being where they were; 
who argue that the freedom-of-the-seas 
principle is no longer appropriate. Well, 
your government doesn’t believe that, and 
its hand would be strengthened if you 
and your neighbors spoke up to say how 
mistaken those others are. 

I am not proposing that you give your 
government blind and unqualified sup- 
port. Criticize it if you will, but if you 
believe it is doing the right thing, and 
when what you judge to be the right 
thing falls under relentless attack from 
those whom you consider irresponsible 
or misguided, then move forward in its 
support, or the good thing may be de- 
feated in detail. 

For example—in all my experience in 
Washington, I have never seen anything 
more unjust or more destructive of the 
national interest, than the attack on the 
policies and character of the late John 
Foster Dulles. He was damned as “Mr. 
Inflexible.”’ But was his sternness, his con- 
cern for ethics, so wrong? He was firm 
in resisting any erosion of the power and 
prestige of the United States. He stood 
firm against communism. Therefore, he 
was inflexiblo. We are the poorer for his 
going. Had he received in office, in the 
midst of the attack upon him, the popular 
support which I am sure was innately 
his, the outlook of thousands in govern- 
ment who today assist in policy-making 
would be as unflinching as was his. 

So far, I have talked about the responsi- 
bilities of the businessman as a citizen 
But now I propose to discuss the role 
of business leadership as an element in 
national strategy. 

What I have to say will not surprise 
you. Being familiar with world markets, 
you know what you are up against. You 
are competing against the monolithic ef- 
fort of the Soviet Union. You are also 
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competing with the industries of our 
political partners, whose vigorous return 
to the market place was greatly helped 
by our generous assistance after the war. 
As you fare, so will the nation, for while 
the American capacity for action in the 
world depends upon many different kinds 
of strength, the strength central to the 
rest is economic, which is to say the prod- 
ucts and policies that flow from work. 

Soviet industry operates as one gigan- 
tic trust. It fixes wages and prices 
arbitrarily. The product of, labor goes 
entirely to the State, which can direct 
its labor and capital to whatever purpose 
is most advantageous—for subversion, for 
sputniks, or for waging economic war 
on the West. In the 1930's, the Soviet 
Union sold grain at prices below an al- 
ready depressed world market, and this 
at a time when millions of Russian peas- 
ants were starving. Now the Russians 
have penetrated and are trying to cap- 
ture the markets and resources of Asia, 
Africa, and Latin America. Khrushchev 
has boasted that the Communists will fill 
the needs of backward peoples better 
than we can, What he really means is 
that communism expects to come thereby 
into control of much of the world’s vital 
resources and markets. This is the real 
meaning of their activities in Guinea, the 
Congo, Cuba, and more countries whose 
names have yet to leap into the headlines. 

Things are likely to get tough all over 

for business and for American policies 
generally. Western oil companies are 
running into rough competition now in 
Pakistan and India and even in Chile, 
where the Russians offer to lay down oil 
at $12 a ton, or about half the delivered 
price of Soviet oil to Bulgaria. 

You can meet your side of the threat 
and win, but let no one think it’s going 
to be a long coast home. If American 
business means to hold its own in the 
world markets, it is going to have to in- 
crease its productivity, in order to meet 
the price lists of the new competition. 
Your sales managers and personnel di- 
rectors will have to pay more attention 
to the language skills and training of 
their overseas representatives, You will 
have to improve your servicing methods. 

You are also going tn face research 
and development problems of staggering 
complexity. The horizons which used to 
confine man’s intellect are literally ex- 
ploding outward into the universe. The 
new technology and the basic sciences 
and knowledge on which these tech- 
nologies depend are as important to our 
strategy as they are to business. The 
sums spent by the Defense Department 
for basic and applied research and your 
own investment in these areas will have 
a direct bearing on how successfully the 
nation meets the challenge of commun- 
ism. For the test is not alone one of 
power, It is also a test of intelligence, 
of will and of endurance. 


ARMED FORCES 


Now for my final topic—the state of 
the Armed Forces. Here, because you 
have had many service briefings and are 
familiar with our weapon systems, and 
the broad lines of American strategy, I 
shall limit myself to several generaliza- 
tions, 

We may reasonably expect the future 
development of our military power to fol- 
low lines that will keep our forces pro- 
vided with a wide choice of weapons for 
all likely emergencies and that will also 
maintain them on a footing that can be 
sustained for as long as the crisis lasts. 
Readiness, flexibility and staying power 

-these are the governing considerations. 

Our national objective must remain 
clear. It is to develop and hold power 
sufficient to win in all aspects of military 
struggle, all-out or limited. Concerning 
all-out war, we now have a powerful 
“mix” of deterrent forces. These forces 
“an also be applied to limited war situa- 
tions. They are flexible, they command a 
wide choice of means and they have stay- 
ing power. We must keep the deterrent 
on that basis. Nothing less will do. I 
cannot hammer home this point too 
strongly. 

We car now destroy Russia, and China 
if we are attacked, and the Communist

690,000TH SOLID ROCKET 


With the shipment of a propul- 
sion system for the Air Force’s 
Genie air-to-air rocket, the Aerojet- 
General Corporation has delivered 
the 690,000th solid rocket since be- 
ginning shipments in 1943. 

W. J. Hix, Manager of Technical 
Services for Aerojet’s Solid Rocket 
Plant at Sacramento, Calif., said 
that the rockets contained over 57 
million pounds of solid propellant. 
The rockets ranged in size from 
small JATO  (jet-assist-take-off) 
units to the huge Aerojet-Senior, 
the largest solid rocket ever flown 
in the Free World. 

The first JATO to be commercial- 
ly produced was manufactured by 
Aerojet-General in 1943. It con- 
tained 10 pounds of propellant and 
produced 200 pounds of thrust. 

The Aerojet-Senior contains 
thousands of pounds of propellant 
and produces 100,000 pounds of 
thrust. It is used by NASA as the 
first-stage for the Scout vehicle 
and by the Air Force for its 609-A 
High Environmental Testing Pro- 
gram. 

Aerojet provides solid propellant 
propulsion systems for the Air 
Force Minuteman ICBM, the Navy 
Polaris Fleet Ballistic Missile, and 
the Army Hawk, the NASA Scout 
and many other military and space 
programs.

leaders know it. They know that even if 


| they launched a surprise attack, they 
| would bring down certain destruction on 


their own heads. A nuclear world is not 
a comfortable world, but it is preferable, 
in my thinking, to a communized world. 
The American capability for decisive, war- 


| winning response to any attack must be 


kept sure, whatever the costs. It is the 
only reliable guarantee of the peace. 
Forces that cannot win will not deter. 
We must be braced for limited wars 
fought for limited objectives—but the 
American objectives should never counte- 
nance stalemate or defeat, nor the erosion 
of our national power or interest through 
inconclusive active. All of our forces must 
be maintained on a basis that will allow 
them to do their job. Here, readiness at 
all times and logistics are the keys to 
successful action. We are battle-ready 
now, and logistics is a field in which we 
have always excelled. We must keep that 
advantage because it is the factor that 
will regulate our ability to use our forces 
effectively. We have worked hard on 
solving the problem of moving forces 
and equipment across the seas at the 
utmost speed. A good system of overseas 
bases and stockpiles has come into being, 
and while our airlift stands in need of 
modernization, the American techniques 
for projecting power rapidly across great 
distances are unequalled. The Russians 
are not in the same class, and we must

keep this advantage. 

The forces in being and the forces com- 
ing along, are, in my judgment, of the 
right mix. There can be no serious ques- 
tion of the national capacity to maintain 
the proper balance of forces in the years 
ahead. We may have to tighten our belts 
a notch, but this would scarcely be a 
national disaster. Our position right now 
is a strong one and it can be maintained 
indefinitely if the national will remains 
strong. But I repeat what I said earlier— 
we cannot gamble on what form military 
conflict might take. We must at all times 
place our military emphasis on the clear, 
unequivocal US ability to destroy Russia, 
and China if we are attacked. That is 
the best deterrent to all forms of com- 
munist aggression. 


CONCLUSION 


As I leave office, my confidence in the 
traditions, the faith, and the purposes 
of the American people is as strong as it 
was the day I went off to West Point. 
There are problems, there are dangers, 
but they are, at worst, only different 
kinds of problems and different kinds 
of dangers, Your place in the American 
scheme of things, as businessmen-citizens, 
has long been central to our strength. 
I shall be watching you bring to the 
challenge of the day the boldness and 
intelligence that the rest of us expect 
from American business. 

As to my own future, it is not easy to 
put aside the uniform I have worn for 
forty-four years, Will I be satisfied to sit 
on the sidelines while the rest of you con- 
tinue the battle? During long years of 
public service the distinction between 
duty and private satisfaction tends to dis- 
appear. One makes the other, and I there- 
fore expect that for me, as for all execu- 
tives when the time comes to empty the 
briefcase and close out the files, the ad- 
justment may present its difficulties. 
However, many before me have worked 
this out, and I am sure that I can too.

The world’s first nuclear powered air- 
craft carrier, the USS Enterprise, was 
christened 24 September and will join the 
fleet next year.

The Navy also fears that the rated 
limit, if enforced, may further adversely 
affect the career attractiveness of Naval

To supplement its lagging program, the 
Navy has asked its inactive duty junior 
officer Reserve aviators to volunteer for 
extended active duty. Approximately 500 
such officers are urgently needed to fill 
fleet billets. 


If it can not get aviator volunteers 
from its own Reserve ranks, officials said, 
the Navy may have to ask for volunteers 
from Reserve Air Force flyers. 

The Massive cut in Naval aviator 
strength if carried through, could result 
either in a reduction in the number of 
junior officer Reserve aviators brought 
to active duty or a mass grounding of 
senior aviators. 

Neither of these alternatives is accept- 
able to Navy planners. 

At the present time, Navy officials say, 
they can not fill quotas for aviation 
training. The effect of the new restric- 
tions may be to make it even more diffi- 
cult to recruit aspiring aviators.

F-X MIGHT SEE CARRIER SERVICE: 


$25-30 Million Available For R&D Start 
On New Fighter-Bomber, TAC Chief Reports 


AIR ForcE ASSOCIATION (CONVENTION 

San FRANCISCO, CALIFORNIA 

HE Air Force has between $25 and $30 million to spend this fiscal year for 
initial development of the F-X Fighter-Bomber for the Tactical Air Command. 

General Frank F. Everest, TAC Commander, disclosed here that the money 
has been released. He said he hopes that a source selection will be made within 
six months. 

The F-X, which is expected to be a STOL aircraft with a take-off capability 
within 5000-6000 feet, was described by General Everest as “the most flexible tac- 
tical type aircraft ever designed.” 

It probably will have a variable sweep wing to permit performance at low 
and extremely high speeds. 

The TAC Chief said that F-X will have a range so great that “we will be able 
to unburden ourselves of tankers for trans-Atlantic crossings.” The new aircraft 
will be “light-footed,” General Everest emphasized, and will be able to operate off 
second and third class fields. 

Pointing up the versatility of the proposed aircraft—which some in the Air 
Force say may be designated the F-111—General Everest said it has a possible 
application in an air defense role and also has a potential for use aboard aircraft 
carriers. 





General Everest, in his AFA presentation, gave a glowing report to neswmen | 


on the added strength the new Republic F-105 will bring to his command. The 
TAC Commander, in answer to a question from a visiting British newsman, said 


that plans call for early deployment of the F-105 Thunderchief to Europe. He | 


said some units will be assigned to the United Kingdom.
